Arab FMs to press 


for Golan withdrawal 
Two to see Kissinger today

WASHINGTON. — 
Ministers of Egypt 
Arabia, due to arrive in Wash- 
ington last night, are expected to 
press for American assurances 
that Israel will withdraw comple- 
tely from the Golan Heights. 
Sach assurances will determine 
whether the Arab states will ease 
their oil embargo against the U.S. 
to diplomatic reports 
re. 

The heads of state of Egypt, 
Saudi Arebla, Syria and Algeria, 
meeting im Algiers on Thursday 
had urged that Syria should enter 
into an interim disengagement 
agreement with Israel only if the 
U.S. cam promise the Arab envoys 
that the ultimate Israeli withdrawal 
will be from all Syrian territory 
taken in the 1967 835 well as the 
1973 war. 

The Envoys, Foreign Ministers 
Ismail Fahmy of Egypt and Omar 
Sakkef of Saudi Arable, were sent 
by the four heads of state partly 
because of recent Israeli statements, 
according to sources quoted in “The 
New York Times." 

They said that the announced 
Israeli intention to retain Kuneitra 
and to plan a new Israeli town on 
the Golan Heights caused grave con- 
cern at the Algiers meeting, and, 
in the view of the Arabs, increased 


according 


the need for American assurances 
that Israel would agree to an even- 
tual total withdrawal. 

It is not clear what the Arab 
foreign ministers can report to 
Washington on Syrian readiness to 
eomply with Israel's insistence that 
Syria release lists of Israeli pri- 
soners of war and allow them to 
be visited by the Red Cross. It Is 
presumed by observers here, how- 
ever, that such actions will also be 
kept contingent on an American gua- 
rantee of evertual tote! withdrawal! 
by Israel. 

State Departmen: officiats, acknow- 
ledging that this public Arab hard- 
line does not seem promising for a 
quick breakthrouzh in the diplo- 
matic deadlock, nevertheless retain- 
ed optimism that the continuing 
high-level negotiations would yield 
some productive movement.

The coalition negotiators have not 
yet lost hope of an eleventh-hour 
compromise formula being found, 
which will enable Mrs. Meir to form 
@ new government comprising the 
game three parties as the outgoing 
government.

A leading NRP negotiator told 
The Post that Labour has made 


8. number of concessionary proposals 
in the unofficial contacts since Wed- 
nesday which would have to be dis- 
cussed by the NRFP’s central com- 
mittee today or tomorrow. Without 
describing these proposals in detail, 
the NRP leader indicated that he 
personally would not advise that 
they be rejected out of hand. 

He said that on “Who's a Jew,” 
Labour was proposing that the new 
coalition make certain declaratory 
statements which would tend to- 
wards a halachic interpretation of 
the word “conversion” in the pres- 
ent Law of Return, without actually 
amending that law. This would not 
have any practical consequence, but 
was intended to meet NRP's sensi- 
tivities on the subject. 

Labour feels that as long as no 
substantive amendments of the exist- 
ing law are involved, the Independ- 
ent Liberala and Mapam would agree 
to a declaratory gesture.

YOUNG GUARD

He said that the 
“Young Guard" had stressed to the 
Labour negotiators that its dissatis- 
faction with the political parts of 
the proposed Cabinet guidelines were 
independent of its “Who is a Jew" 
demands, 

The “Young Guard" source ad- 
mitted, however, that he was not 
certain that the NRP’s older tead- 
ers would also take this view. He 
said there was a possibility that 
the older leaders would accept La- 
bour’s latest political ‘Who is 8 
Jew” packet compromise — over the 
heads of the “Young Guard.” 

Conversations with older NRP 


members indeed show them to be 
sensitive to press criticism of the 
party for dragging its feet at this 
time of national emergency over an 
igsue which most people think could 
be shelved for some time. These 
NRP members maintain that the 
national emergency ideally calls- for 
a@ national unity government, and 
accuse Labour of pettiness in opfos- 
ing this. But, failing a unity cabi- 
net, they say the country needs 
a strong and viable government 
and are keen — if Labour produces 
an acceptable solution to “Who is a 
Jew” — to join Labour in forming 
one. 

Labour, for its part, remains 
adamantly opposed to a unity ca- 
folnet. Secretary Yadlin told The 
Post: “We still have mo intention 
of establishing a coalition with the 
Likud parties. Their electioneering 
did not promise a fruitful partner- 
ship with the Alignment, and we 
on our side said clearly we wanted 
them in the opposition."

Fire guts Ashdod 
refinery lab

ASHDOD. — Fire yesterday des- 
troyed the petroleum laboratory at 
the ofl refinery here. First reports 
by investigators ruled out arson or 
sabotage, a refinery company spokes- 
man said. 

The fire completely gutted the 
laboratory, causing damage worth 
about TL250,000. 

A. temporary laboratory would be 
set up immediately, the sources said, 
but the burnt-out installations would 
take three months to rebuild. Refin- 
ing operations were not affected, 
they said. 

The laboratory tests the refining 
process, which goes on continuously 
around the clock.

IN MEMORIAM 


Founder of Israel’s 
Prize’ 


‘Nobel 


Leo M. Harvey died in Los An- 
geles 30 days ago after a full life 
of amazing achievement. Born in 


Vilna in 1887, his childhood was § 


replete with memories of Czarist 
persecution and pogroms. 

In 1907, he emigrated to the Uni- 
ted States where he set up the 
Harvey Machine Company, based in 
no small measure on his 
talents as an inventor. After the 
Second Worki War, together with 


his children, he established the Har- ἢ 


vey Aluminium Company which was 
to develop mto an industrial giant 


in a basic industry generally closed & 


to Jews. 

Harvey was a lover and patron 
of the arts. His collection included 
especially commissioned reproduc- 
tions, and it was a startling expe- 
rlence to step through his front 
door and suddenly confront a per- 
fect reproduction of Michaelangelo's 
“Moses.” One kind of art gave him 
infinite pleasure: that of Intricate 
carving, sometimes in ivory, where 
the artist would create a scene in 
perfect miniature. 

In Israel, Harvey ia best remem- 
bered as an ardent suppporter of the 
State, and a maximal Zionist of the 
old schooL The United Jewish Ap- 
peal and the Technion, amonz 
others, were recipients of a philan- 
thropy which culminated in his 
founding of the Harvey Prize.

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U.S. defends trade 
benefits to Soviet - 


WASHINGTON (AP). — The De- 

. puty U.S. Secretary of State, Mr. 

Kenneth Rush, told a Jewish group 

on Friday that granting trade bene- 

fits to the Soviet Union would serve 

the cause of Soviet Jewry and "the 
ty of man.” 

“We believe that in the long run 
Breater trade and closer economic 
relations with the Soviets will be a 
far more effective liheralizing in- 
fluence than continued isolation and 
lack of contact between us," he said. 

Rush defended the Nixon Admin- 
istration’s detente policy at a cere- 
mony marking the retirement of 
Jacob Stein ag chairman of the 
Conference of Presidenis of Major 
American Jewish Organisations. He 
said emigration of Jews has risen 
from 400 in 1968 before President 
Nixon's first term to 14,000 in 1971, 
to 81,500 in 1972 and 33,500 last 
year. 

-“The question must arise whether 
increased tension ‘between our two 
countries — brought about through 
a frustration of our effort to achieve 


accommodation in political, security 
and economic terms — would en- 
courage a continuation of the pres- 
ent increased flow or rather have the 
Gpposite effect," Rush said. 

In Moscow, three Jews began a 
hunger strike in an apartment on 
Friday to protest against the Soviet 
Government's refusal to Jet them 
emigrate to Israel 

Prof. David Azbel, 63-year-old 
spokesman for the group, said they 
were resorting to “this most com- 
mon form of protest used by poli- 
tical prisoners — because we consider 
ourselves political prisoners.” 

The other two were Vitaly Rubin, 
50, an expert on China, and Viadi- 
mir Galatgky, 44, an artist. All have 
been refused exit visasa and sub- 
jected to “humiliation,” Azbel said. 

The three men, he said, ate their 
last meal on Thursday evening and 
now would take only water. 

Azbel is a retired professor of 
chemical engineering who has spent 
16 years in Soviet concentration 
camps and prisons. 


Turkey to rescind ban 
on opium poppy 


ANKARA, Turkey (AP). — Orhan 
Byuboglu, government minister with- 
out portfolio, said yesterday that 
Turkey would soon lift its ban on 
opium poppy cultivation imposed 
two years ago at American request. 

The minister made the announce- 
ment through a statement published 
in the daily newspaper “Cumhuri- 
yet." He said the ban would be 
lifted by government decree. 

“The government has to act with 
Speed because the planting season 
is near," he said. Poppy seeds have 
to be sown no later than April. 


Turkey banned poppy cultivation 
in 1972, and in return Washi nm 
granted Turkey, $35m. which it is 
paying in installmens. 

‘The government did not say how 


much Turkey expected to earn by 
resuming poppy cultivation. 

Eyuboglu said the government 
planned strict anti-smuggling meas- 
ures and the construction of chem- 
ical plants to process opium at 
home and export its derivatives in- 
stead of raw opium. 

He said poppy planting would be 
allowed originally in four or seven 
districts. The area would be expand- 
ed later if government measures to 
prevent smuggling prove effective. 

Defending the projected resump- 
tion of poppy cultivation, Hyuboghi 
said the ban had not reduced the 
number of narcotics addicts in the 
U.S. The new government of Premier 
Bulit Ecevit, installed last month, 
included the question of lifting the 
ban in its platform.

T= excellent Kontarsky duo- 
pianists from Germany have pre- 
sented two programmes in Jerusalem 
(at the Marathon, and at the Khan. 
in the Israel Broadcasting’s “Con- 
trasts"), each with a different bill, 
and mostly works unknown to us. 
The Concerto ‘by ‘Wilhelm Friede- 
mann ‘Bach (1710-1784), a gem of 
ensemble art, shows many traces 
of Momenico Scarlatti (1685-1757), 
but his free-style and romantic 
trend was a breakaway from his 
father's contrapuntal writing into a 
new era of different expression. 
The ‘Kontarsky brothers’ splendid in- 
terpretation, revealing all these var- 
tous elements, was brilliantly con- 
ceived. Busoni’s Im tion on a 
Bach Chorale (1916) made interest- 
ing listening, as it showed the com- 
poser (who is more famous as 
pianist and writer on the aesthetics 
of music) striving for new express- 
ion but bogged down in 19th century 
Lisztian pianistics, Stravinsky's Con- 
certo per duo pianoforte soli (1935) 
is one of the master’s ‘best works, 
and the two pianists gave it an 
outstanding performance.

Japan satellite 
orbiting earth 


UCHINOURA, Japan (AP). — Ja- 
pan yesterday successfully placed 
into earth orbit its fifth Japanede- 
made satellite with a newly-deve- 
loped radio-guided three-stage MU- 
3C rocket. 

Japanese scientists announced the 
launching was successful shortly 
after the 56-kilogram satelite com- 
pleted its first orbit, It took two 
hours and 40 minutes to circle the 
earth. 

The satellite, which carried no ob- 
Servatory instruments aboard, is to 
orbit the earth for about two weeks. 

Japan plans to launch a new 
scientific satellite for space observa- 
tion purposes in 1975 aboard the 
newly-developed rocket. 


Philippine death 
toll said 300 


MANILA (Reuter}, — Three hund- 
red people have been killed in fight- 
ing between government troops and 
Mostem rebels on Jolo Island in the 
Southern Philippines, the govern- 
ment said yesterday. 

But Defence Secretary Juan Ponce 
Enrile denied a foreign press report 
that 10,000 people had died on the 
island in the Sulu Archipelago. 

He told a press briefing that 
since the rebels attacked the pro- 
vincial capital of Jolo last week, 
about 250 Moslem insurgents and 
26 troops had been killed. Some ci- 
Villans had been caught in the cross 
fire and the total death tol! so far 
was 300. 

Enrile said last week that the 
government was in contro! of the 
situation and the rebels, believed to 
number up to 400, were reported 
to be on the run after a battle 
lasting more than 24 hours. 

More than half of Jolo's mainly 
Moslem population of 70,000 had 
been forced from their homes, he 
said. 


BRAZILIAN DEATH 


SQUAD KILIS FIVE 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil (AP),— 
The bodies of five men, riddled with 
bullets and with hands tied behind 
their backs have been found here, 
the police said on Friday. The five 
were all petty criminals. 

The death squads are believed to 
be groups of policemen who take 
justice into their own hands. Au- 
thorities suspect that the squads 
have been responsible for hundreds 
of unsolved murders in Brazil since 
the military took over 10 years ago.

SPECULATION SEEN BEHIND PRICE 
JUMP OF GOLD AND SILVER 


T= recent jump in the price of 
precious metals has been ag 

as it was unexpected, 
outstripping that of most other com- 
modities with the exception of oil 
It is true that the present market 
prices of copper, tin, rubber and 
maize are almost double the figures 
they stocd at in the early months 
of 1973, but those of gold and silver 
have risen even higher, particularly 
since Decenvber 1973. The reason is 
probably speculation, pure and 
simple. 

The upwerd trend in the price of 
gold set in when the United States 
decided to continue buying and sel- 
ling the metal at the fixed price of 
$35 per troy ounce. The rise was at 
‘first hesitant and then only in the 
so-called free markets of London 
and Zurich, reaching some $45. 

When the world’s monetary sys- 
tem gradually began to sever itself 


gold 
the metal in South Africa, the main 
suppHter; the search for new mines; 
‘the increasing wages of labour, ‘both 
white and Dbleck; the probable de- 
velopment of demand, country by 
country. Investigations were under- 
‘taken into the industrial use of gold 
(in electronics, dentistry, jewellery, 
ete.), the quantities likely to be re- 
quired by these industries and the 
price they would be prepared to pay. 
Consideration was given to the fact 


that in France, the Middle East and 
India it is a tradition to hoard wealth 
in the form of gold and the influ- 
ence of this hoarding on potential 
demand was taken into account. 

‘The prediction resulting from all 
this researck was tha: gold would 
probably reach a price of between 
$70-€80 per ounce by the second 
ἘΔ of the "70s. At the time, only 
a few years ago, this prediction was 
considered vastly exeggerated and 
the researchers were even accused 
by some observers of drawing an 
over-optimistic picture om purpose, 
since they had been commissioned 
by the gold-mines. However, the re- 
cord price was reached even earlier 
than had been predicted and now 
stands at almost double the highest 
price anyone h2da dzred to suggest. 

No one has beer able to provide a 
satisfactory explanation for this 
spectacular cevelopment. There is 
no indication that the industrial de- 
mand for gold has risen beyond ex- 
pectations. It is true that South At- 
tiean gold production hes diminish- 
ed somewhat of late, but gold is the 
only commodity where the stocks 
held, rather than annual production, 
are of decisive importance, The Cen- 
tral banks alone hold stocks of gold 
equivalent to 30 or 40 vears of pro- 
duction, while the total world stocks 
including those of private hoarders, 
are estimated at 70 times the annual 
consumntion. 

The release of even a relatively 


small quantity of these stocks 
to buy of] at inflated prices, for in- 
stance — could lead to a severe 
downward pressure on the gold mar- 
ket. This is realised by everyone 
concerned -—- the directors of the 
Central Banks in the United States, 
Germany, France, Switzerland, Italy 
and the Netherlands, which hold 
most of the world's monetary gold, 
and hoarders and speculators alike. 
But so far this realization has not 
had a retarding effect on the rise. 
On the contrary. 

Although at the moment the sky 
seems the limit, there is no real rea- 
son to believe that the present trend 
will continue indefinitely. If the oil 
sheikhs decide to invest a substant- 
ial part of their new wealth in gold, 
as they have done in the past, the 
price may rise further. But there is 
no factual basis in the pattern of 
supply and demand for the present 
trend. To ‘buy gold now is pure spe- 
culation, 

Israelis can buy gold through 
Natad accounts. As the price of 
the Natad dollar has risen  re- 
cently from just over the official 
price of 17,3.20 to more than IL5, 
those who bought gold in the past 
have added an additional 18 per 
cent to their profits in terms of 


the Israeli pound. They might, 
therefore, consider part 
of these profits by selling some 
of their gold, 


‘Silver, of course, is in an entire- 


ly different category but even 
here the recent tremendous price 
ean only be considered a specula- 
tive phenomenon, Although there 
are no very large stocks of silver 
and demand is mostly for genuine 
industria] purposes, this demand is 


insignificant in comparion with 
the turnover of the speculative 
‘trade in this metal 


Silver can be bought legally by 
speculators in America and Britain 
by trading in the so-calied 
“futures” market. In Israel, buying 
silver on overseas “futures” mar 
kets is illegal for Israeli residents 
isilver objects can, of course, be 
bought and sold legally). Some | 
trade in silver is done on the 
“black” Lilienblum Street market, 
recently at much increased prices 
In line with the New York mar- 
ket where silver quotations rose 
‘by as much as 25 per cent in 
December and January. 

The upward trend in the price 
of silver is also undoubtedly specu- 
Jative in nature. No one can tell 
whether the price will continue to 
Tise, ‘but the levels reached must 
be considered decidedly risky. 

(On Friday, the European gold 
rush sent the price leaping by $2.50 
an olmece to record levels, Gold con- 
tinued its rise of the last few weeks 
to near the ontce-unthinkable $150 
mark in London—$149. However, it 
eased back to $148.90 when the mar- 
ket closed.)

as section 51 of the Modes of Punish- 
ment Law, make this categorically 
clear, as does section 8 of the Bri- 
Law, 1952, which lays down 
the penalties to be imposed for a 
bribery conviction, while providing 
expressly that they do not preclude 
a civil claim. 

The appeal should therefore, 
dismissed.

Cairo’s influence 


The summit decision to maintain 
this strategy was expected by ob- 
servers, except perhaps by some 
U.S. diplomats who overestimated 
the influence of Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat on the other Arab 
states.
